In carrying out our main object in the compi- 
lation of the Visitatio Injirmorum , of providing 
the Clergy with a volume which should develop 
the intention of the Church in her two Offices for 
Ministration to the Sick, we were careful to con- 
struct the Offices therein contained (after the model 
of the Order for the Visitation and Communion of 
the Sick) in a form which presupposed, in general, 
the presence and assistance of other worshippers 
beside the Priest and the Sick. Thus there are 
responses to be made, and other parts in the 
Offices to be borne either by those whom, in cer- 
tain cases, we have counselled the Priest to bring 
with him, or by the friends of the sick, and, of 
course, in all cases where he is in a capacity 
so to do, by the sick person himself. It seemed 
necessary, therefore, to provide our brethren with 
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such a companion volume as they might place in 
the hands of these various persons. And, indeed, 
from the first we contemplated the putting forth 
of such a volume, though various causes have 
delayed its appearance until now. 

It seems only needful to state, as shortly as 
possible, the reasons which have led us to publish 
it with the omission of those parts which are to 
be said by the Priest. The first was, that, in 
order to enable the Clergy to be provided with a 
sufficient number of copies to place in the hands 
of all present, (which in large families, or in the 
wards of hospitals, or the like, might require 
several copies,) it was essential to make this com- 
panion volume as little expensive as possible. 
Next, because the omission of almost all but what 
they are themselves to say, would, we considered, 
make the use of the book much simpler to un- 
instructed persons ; which the friends of the sick 
poor most frequently are. The titles of the 
Prayers have, however, been retained, in order 
to assist the intention and devotion of the wor- 
shippers, or of the sick, in seeking the particular 
grace or blessing which is prayed for in the peti- 
tions offered by the Priest. Everything like 
uncertainty or indistinctness in the responses 
(besides the apparent irreverence when addressing 
God) is most carefully to be avoided in praying 
over the sick, whose faculties being often more or 
less dull or dormant, require particular delibera- 
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tion and distinctness in all who pray with them 
or minister to them. With this view we have 
also, in the following reprint of the Offices, 
given the portions to be said by the bystanders 
in a different and plainer type than the part to 
be said by the Priest alone. The Psalms and 
Hymns, however, have for obvious reasons been 
printed in the larger type throughout; though, 
of course, in general, they are to be said by the 
Priest and bystanders antiphonally. Other and 
important reasons we had also ; of which it may 
suffice to mention one only, viz. that had we 
reproduced the Offices of the Vnitatio Infirmorum 
complete in a separate form, and apart from the 
Exhortations, etc., which we consider an essential 
part of them, and from the introduction which 
directs the Priest in their use, we feared that 
such a volume might have been used by some 
in place of the work itself; and that thus we 
should have made ourselves parties to, and should, 
it might have been thought, have authorized a 
system of ministration to (and possibly of teach- 
ing) the sick, very different to that which we 
consider necessary, and have provided in the 
Visitatio Infirmorum. 

The Litanies we have, however, reprinted here 
in a complete form, because (besides its making 
their part in these more plain) there seems no 
reason why any faithful Christian, in whose 
hands the Priest thinks fit to place this manual 
b 
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for that purpose, should not say these over 
their sick or dying friend, in the intervals of 
the Priest’s visits, or at such other times as he 
may direct. A prayer for grace to enable the 
attendants on the sick conscientiously to perform 
their duties, has also been given without curtail- 
ment (p. 151), because it may fitly be commended 
to the use of those about the sick, to be said 
(with a slight and evident alteration) as a prayer 
on their own behalf. 

In the wards of Hospitals, Infirmaries, and 
other like places, where there are many sick, it 
will be well for the Priest to place this manual 
in the hands of those around before he begins his 
ministration, in certain cases, (as where the indi- 
vidual to whom he ministers is about to undergo 
a dangerous or painful operation, is in acute pain, 
or in the agonies of death,) and to invite them to 
join in the Office. This, besides the advantages 
to be looked for from united prayer, will have a 
comforting and soothing effect on them, in cir- 
cumstances which often much excite or distress 
them. 

It will be well, when opportunity offers, to 
advise those who are to take part with the Priest 
in ministration, to read over the Office, as it 
stands in this manual, beforehand. This can often 
be fitly done by placing this volume in their 
hands while the Priest is conferring privately 
with the sick person.

That He went down into hell ; And also did rise again 
the third day ; That He ascended into heaven, And 
sitteth at the right hand of God the Father 
Almighty; And from thence shall come again at 
the end of the world, to judge the quick and the 
dead? 

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost ; The 
holy Catholic Church; The Communion of Saints; 
The Remission of sins ; The Resurrection of the flesh ; 
And everlasting life after death?
